[Embodiment] 

The embodiment of this invention will be explained with 
reference to the drawings. 

With particular reference first to Fig. 1-5, the endoscope 
hood of the first embodiment will, be explained. The hood 

(1) is composed of a nearly cylindrical cap member (2) and 
a connection member (3) that fixes the cap member (2) at 
the tip of the endoscope (4) . The cap member (2) , which is 
made from optically clear materials such as polycarbonate 
and clear rigid plastic, ensures a better visual field. 
There are internally projecting hooks (2a), more 
specifically,, the small diameter parts, at the tip of the 
cap member (2) . The diameter of the cap member (2) opening 
is therefore smaller than the internal diameter of the 
deeper part. The connection member (3), which is composed 
of, for example, a flexible cylindrical body, is fixed to 
the cap member (2) by techniques including bonding. The hood 

(1) is connected to the endoscope (4) by inserting this 
connection member (3) into the tip of the endoscope (4) .

The procedures for resecting mucosa with this hooded 
endoscope will be explained. The endoscope (4) is operated

so that the portion to be resected enters the opening at 
the tip of the hood (1), and the tip of the cap member (2) 
is pressed against the mucosa (6). The channel (5) of the 
endoscope (4) is then used to draw the mucosa (Fig. 2) . The 
mucosa (6) is drawn into the hood (1) by negative pressure 
and the portion to be resected is projected. The radio- 
frequency snare (7) is inserted into the channel (5) and 
the snare wire (7a) is advanced from the snare sheath (7b) . 
As illustrated in Fig. 3, this forward movement is continued 
until the tip of the snare wire (7a) comes in contact with 
the hooks (2a) / Afterward, the snare wire (7a) is opened 
and the snare sheath. (7b) is pushed out. As demonstrated 
in Fig. 4, through these procedures, the snare wire (7a) 
reaches the base of the projected mucosa (6) to be resected. 
The snare wire (7a) is then drawn into the snare sheath (7b) 
and the portion of the mucosa (6) to be resected is narrowed. 
Radio-frequency current is supplied to the snare wire (7a) 
to resect the mucosa (6) (Fig. 5). The resected mucosa is 
drawn by the channel (5) and retained in the hood. The hooded 
endoscope (4) is withdrawn from the body cavity and the 
resected mucosa is collected.

In this embodiment, the advanced snare wire (7a) stops when 
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it comes in contact with the hooks (2a). This facilitates 
accurate placement of the snare wire (7a) at the specified 
site. The time necessary for surgery can be reduced 
accordingly. 
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
